to BATTAGLIA's failure to advise his Local Board that his 
narriage had been dissolved on Noveaber 24, 1964. 

It is to be noted that Judge PARSCBIS previously 
struck counttwo of the original indictaent against the 
subject which was, in effect, an extension of count one as 
set forth above inasauchas it charged subjectwith making 
siailar false stateaents. 

Judge PARSQN8 sentenced the subject to four years' 
custody of the Attorney General on each count to run con- 
currently. BATTAGLIA is to report to the United States Uarshal, 
Chicago, on January 5, 1968, for confineaent.

Visiting records aro,jiot kept in detail at the 
U. 8. Penitentiary, Leavenworth, due to reeént administrative 
changes and visitors of inmates are allowed considerable 
freedom at the U, S, Penitentiary in that they do not have to 
sign in on a register or furnish anaddress, and many times 
do aot have to furnish apy definite proóf of idàntity. The 
visitors visit with inmates in the yisiting roorn, which is 
conducted in a parlor-type environment in a Iarge room with 
one custodial officersupervising and numerous yisits being 
conducted simultaneously. 

The U. S. Penitentiary administrative procedure 
pertaining to correspondence matters is to the point that 
most restrictions have been lifted and very little, if any, 
correspondence is reviewed as incoming or outgoing for 
inmate correspondence. 

In view of the freedom extended to inmates and to 
visitors at the U. S, Penitentiary and the current U. S. 
Penitentiary visiting and correspondence atìministrative 
procedures, it is tìoubtful that photos and background data 
regarding Subject *s close associates in and around the 
Chicago area would be of value to prison authofities. 

The following data appeared in the Coramitment 
Summary for SAM BATTAGLIA; 

THE OFFENSE 

The offender was sentenced in the United States 
District Court, Northern District of Illinois, Ghicago, 
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Xllinois, on May 29, 1967, to serve 15 years for Obstructing 
and Delaying Interstate Commerce. Information secured from 

tbe Bill of Information indica tes BATTAGLI A and his co- 
defendants, JOSEPH AMABILE and I 1 obstructed and 

deìayed constructiòn by the Riley Management Corporation in 
Lansing, Illinois, beginning on or about July, 1964. They 
obtained property in the value of $48,500 from the Riley 
Management Corporation. The court did not request a pre- 
sentence investigation in this case and there has been no 
response to our request for a copy of the United States 
Attorney's Report and Prosecuting Agency Report as of this 
date. SALVATORE BATTAGLIA, also known as SAM BATTAGLIA and 
"TEETS" BATTAGLIA, refused to make a statement during his 
initial interview at Leavenworth regarding the offense. 

He has appealed his sentence tq a higher court. 

CASBWORKER* S ANALYSIS 

According to the offender, he was born in Chicago, 
Illinois, on November 5, 1908, to Italian immigrants. 

BATTAGLIA stated that he was the second child born to a 
family of six children. His father is alleged to have 
provided the family with economic necessities through 
employment as a laborer for some unknown railroad company 
in Chicago, Illinois. The offender claims to have completed 
the sixth grade at a parochial school in Chicago, Illinois, 

He is almost as evasive about his social history as he is 
concerning the instant offense. He reports only one marriage. 
This marriage was tp ANGELA SICILIANO in Chicago, Illìnois, on 
October 29, 1935. The clerk of court in Cook County did not 
return our marital verification form in this case. His 
response to our inquiry wasa notice that a fee of $2.00 
would be necessary for a records search. Mrs. BATTAGLIA 
responded to our letter of social inquiry with a brief note 
in which she states that the forms were misplaced. The 
pffender stated Pn his admission here that he has three 
children. He relates that his parents are deceased and that 
he has lost contact with his brothers and. sisters. BATTAGLIA 
claims to be a farmer and horse breeder. The Chicago Crime 
Commission's Report of August 11, 1967, shows the offender 
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to be a powerful Chicago crime syndicate leader. He is a 
known associate of NICK CIVELU, FELIX ALDERISIO and 
DOMINIC BLASI. His co-defendant, JOSEPH AMABILE, has 
been a BATTAGLIA lieutenant for several years. BATTAGLlA’s 
activities as a crime syndicate leader in the Chicago area 
have proven highly profitable. Among his many holdings, 
he has an elaborate home in Oak Park, Illinois, a country 
estate and horse breeding farm.in Kane County, and a lucrative 
three story tenement building in the Chicago slum district.. 

The offender’s eldest spn, SAM JOSEPH BATTAGLIA, is on bond 
at this time awaiting trial for draft evasion. At the time 
of young BATTAGLIA's arrest,, he was employed as a collector 
of coins deposited in the vending machines c óntrolled by 
his father's lieutenants, JOSEPH AMABILE and l I . 

Although BATTAGLIA's criminal history reflects 
numerous arrests f he has never.served a major ccsnmitment. 

? His commitment record consists of three rather insignificant 
commitments to the House of Correction in Chicago. He was 
arrested in Chicago, Illinois, on August 10, 1933, for a 
Machine Gun Killing, but the case was "no billed". 


BATTAGLIA claims $75,000 in financial assets. He 
plans to return to his alleged self-employment as a farmer 
and horse breeder on his release to the community. His 
family ties are relatively strong. He anticipates living 
with his wife. 


The offender shows no motivation for self-improvement. 
It is apparent from his present attitude and social history 
that he is satisfied with his way of life. He anticipates a 
favorable decision by the Court of Appeals and early release 
to the community. His reqpest for assignment as an orderly 
while here supports this writer’s view that he expects to do 
his time with as much ease as possible.

Subject r s younger brother, JOSEPH BATTAGLIA, has 
apparently assumed active leadership of subject*s organisation 
in the Melrose Park area and is closely tied in with the 
ruling political structure there. 

ROCCO SALVATORE has apparently been relatively inactive 
in recent months and has not been observed at his usual 
hangouts or with his regular associates.

SynopsUi SAM JGSEPH BATTAGLIA, date of birth 2/25/44, was fotind 
guilty in USDC on two counts of violating Title 50, 
Appendix, U.S. Code, Section 462 on 11/29/67, in the NDI. 
BATTAGLIÀ was sentenced to serve four years in custody 
of the Attornev General on each count to nrn concurrently. 
On 2/7/68, US Judge JAMES PARSONS, Chicago, reduced 
BATTAGLIA's sentence from four to two years under Title 18, 
U.S. Code, Section 4208 (A) t2). BATTAGLIA appealed this 
matter through the US Court of Appeals, Seventh Circuit, 
and the United States Supreme Court denied BATTAGLIA 
petition for writ of certiorari. On 1/2/70, US Judge 
PARSONS suspended, reduced and modified the sentence 
previously imposed by placing BATTAGLIA on probation 
for three years with provision that he vol\intarily seek 
service in the Armed Forces. BATTAGLIA was ordered for 
induction, 4/29/70, at Chicago, but was found mentally 
unqualified due to his having only nine years of school. 
BAtTAGLIA submitted a motion to the court to vacate his 
conviction and clear the record. On 9/16/70, US Judge 
PARSUNS denied the motion to vacate the conviction and 
let the three years probation stand with modification 
that BATTAGLIA need not seek to enter the Armed Forces 
from this time.

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DETAILS : 

SAM JOSEFH BATTAGLIA was found guilty on two counts 
of violating Title 50, Appendix, United States Code, Section 
462, making false statements and failure to keep his local 
Selective Service Board advised of his current marital status, 
following a bench trial completed on November 29, 1967, before 
Judge JAMES B. PARSONS, United States District Court CUSDC), 
Northern District of Illinois (NDl), Eastern Division, Number 
66 CR 353. BATTAGLIA was sentenced to four years in custody 
of the Attorney General of the United States on each count, 
to run concurrently. 

On February 7, 1968, Judge FARSONS reduced BATTAGLIA's 
sentence from four to two years under Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 4208 (A) (2). BATTAGLIA remained free on $2,000 
appeal bond. A notice of appeal was filed on February 16, 1968. 

On March 17, 1969, a three-judge panel of the United 
States Court of Appeals (USCA) for the Seventh Circuit, Number 
16861, affirmed BATTAGLlA's judgjnent of conviction. A petition 
for rehearing was denied in a per curiam opinion on May 7, 1969. 

The United States Supreme Court subsequently denied BATTAGLiA's 
petition for writ of certiorari, Case Nvimber 202 Appellate, on 
October 13, 1969. 

On November 19, 1969, the USCA denied a motion of 
BATTAGLIA to reconsider its òpinion and judgement entered on 
March 17, 1969, and for leave to file a petition for rehearing, 
and ordered mandate issued forthwith. 

BATTAGLIA filed motions in the USDC on November 21, 1969, 
to stay execution of sentence and to reduce sentence. Judge 
PARSONS stayed sentence until December 4, 1969, which was sub- 
sequently continued to January 2, 1970. It was stated that 
psychiatric tests were to be made as the possibility exists 
that BATTAGLIA is afflìcted with a nervous disorder, possibly 
epilepsy. 


On January 2, 1970, Judge PARSONS suspended, reduced 
and modified the sentence previously imposed by placing BATTAGLIA 
on probation for a period of three (3) years with provision that 
said probation will be discharged if he is received into military 
service either before he is 26 years of age or by volunteering 
thereafter. The following special conditions were imposed upon 
probation: 
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1. Submission to immediate induction and if not 
immediately inducted, under the supervision 
of the probation officer throughout the full 
three (3) years of probation, that he seek 
voluntary service in the Armed Forces continually 
on a monthly basis; 

2. The United States of America is directed to 
authorize the Selective Service Board to per- 
mit BATTAGLIA’s submission into induction; 

3. The United States of America is also directed 
to inform the Local Board of the Court's order 
upon the Board to forward his file to the in- 
duction station immediately; 

4. That Local Board 108 is herein ordered to ex- 
pedite the induction of BATTAGLIA, 

Status reports were made to District Court Judge 
JAMES B. PARSONS during the period February 9, through July 20, 

1970, The Court was aavised that BATTAGLIA submitted himself 
for induction on January 9, 1970, and was subse ouentlv re- 
classif ied 1-A. He also made appointments with ( 

L Chicago. 

BATTAGLIA was orde red up for induction on April 29, b6 

1970. | I Induction Officer, Armed Forces b7c 

Entrance and Examining Station (AFEES), Chicago, Illinois, 
advised on April 30, 1970, that BATTAGLIA- was found mentally 
unqualified. He has but nine years schooling which is below 
the trainability standard oi the ten years schooling require- 
ment currently in force. BATTAGLIA was also found to have 
irregularities in his heart. 

On May 11, 1970, I I said BATTAGLIA's 

papers were returned to Local Board 108 which informed it would 
not re-submit his papers due to his mental status. 

BATTAGLIA’s attorney informed the Court on July 20, 

1970, that BATTAGLIA has shown good faith. He has continued 
to offer himself for induction into the Armed Forces, but has 
been refused. A motion is to be submitted to the Court to 
vacate BATTAGLIA's conviction and clear the record. The case 
was continued to September 16, 1970.

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On September 16, 1970, United States District Judge 
JAMES B. FARSUNS, Chicago, denied the defendants motion to 
vacate the conviction and stated that the three year probation 
sentence would stand. Judge PARSGNS modified the conditions of 
probation in’ that BATTAGLIA would no longer have to monthly 
seek enlistment in the Armed Forces. Judge PARSONS stated that 
this is the final court action in this case.

After the incarceration of Sam Giancana, LCN overlord of 
Chicago's Pamily, Battaglia acted as head of the Chicago hoodluun group. 

He was reluctant to accept the responsibilities of command or to make 
decisions due to his belief that the PBI would then focus an ìntense 
investigation on him. Battaglia's record dated back to 1926 and included 
a conviction for assault with a deadly weapon as well as numerous arrests 
on charges ranging from attempted burglary to murder. On 5/9/67 he was 
found guilty of a Hobbs Act extortion violation and on 5/29/67 was 
sentenced to 15 years. As of 2/28/69 Battaglia, who was confined at the 
US Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas (USP-L), was accused by an inmate 
of financing the smuggling of narcotics into USP-L.
